Comprehending the Bibliography 


Accessibility of evidence is a necessary pe-requisite to write 
‘history’. Greater the entre’e to the data, the degree of possibility 
of acquiring the ‘actuality’ will be higher and would result in 
providing wider clarity to the historical process of human evolution 
or civilization. This collection and compilation of the deposition 
or source material is technically called the Bibliography. 

Literally the word ‘Bibliography’ is composed of two Greek 
words : ‘Biblion’ and ‘Graphien’. ‘Biblion’ means ‘books’ and 
‘Graphien’ implies ‘to write’. In that sense, its meaning comes out 
to be ‘writing of books’. Yet, according to the ‘Oxford English 
Dictionary’, the Bibliography means ‘a technique to prepare a 
systematically detailed list of written or published record’.' That 
is, it is the record of physical details of an evidence, source or 
literature. 

Basic objective of the Bibliography is to identify and investigate 
the bibliographic information, search of the publisher of source 
materials through other libraries from where to avail the desired 
averment. It creates for readers the selective and useful material 
and helps in informing the degree of research in a particular topic. 
For scholars it prevents repetition of research and helps them in 
providing the interested material.” 

However, it is not possible to present a complete bibliography 
of a subject since it is an endless process. Moreover, the ‘process 
of historical research is an unending dialogue between questions 
posed by professional scholars and their answers fashioned from 
historical data... but new directions demand the location and use of 
new historical sources.”? Thus, the scope of the word ‘Bibliography’ 
contains details of books or evidence and preparing their list. It 
includes : books, monographs, reports, pamphlets, patents, 
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standards, newspapers, periodicals and articles in journals. To the 
extent, it also incorporates manuscripts, maps, audio video material, 
microfilms and microfitch. ; 

For a scholar who is engaged in constructing an historical past 
there is available a variety of attestations as source material. It 
comprised of the archaeological and literary averments, official 
records of the government; particularly proceedings of its different 
departments, un-published provincil and divisional records, 
published authorised annals in the form of reports, parliamentary 
papers, private papers of viceroys and governors-general, of other 
officials and private individuals, various census reports, state and 
district gazetteers, gazetteers of the Princely states and revenue 
settlement and assessment reports. 

Besides these there are available documents related to the 
different socio-religious organisations : the Namdharis, the 
Nirankaris, the Radha Soamis, the Singh Sabha, the Arya Samaj, 
the Brahmo Samaj and the Christian missionaries. Newspapers, 
selections from the Native Newspapers published in the North 
Wester Provinces and Oudh, the Central Provinces and the Punjab 
during the years from 1860-1930, Proceedings of the Indian 
National Congress, 1885-1940, the Indian History Congress (from 
1935 onwards), Proceedings of the Punjab History Conferences 
(from 1965 onwards), different regional and national/international 
journals, books and articles also constitute some other fonns of 
evidence.* 

My interest on the Namdhari movement began with organizing 
a seminar in May 2008, to commemorate the 150th year of the 
Movement, in the capacity of Head, Department of Punjab 
Historical Studies, Punjabi University, Patiala. Editing of papers 
presented by scholars during the Seminar resulted in publication 
of the book : ‘Re-Exploring Baba Ram Singh and Namdhari 
Movement?’ by our University. Later on during a meeting with our 
worthy Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Jaspal Singh and S. Surinder Singh 
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Namdhari, Vice-President, Namdhari Darbar, Sri Bhaini Sahib, § 
was asked what else could be done in connection with the 150th 
year of the movement. | suggested that there was need to prepare a 
comprehensive bibliography of the movement. Both the Vice- 
Chancellor and S. Surinder Singh Namdhari asked me to work on 
this venture. 

Already there are some bibliographies on the Punjab accessible 
to the scholars. These include : A Bibliography of the Punjab by 
Ganda Singh (1966); Sources On Punjab History by W. Eric 
Gustafson & Kenneth W. Jones (1975); A Select Bibliography of 
Historical Sources, 1880-1984, Vol. 1 by S.C. Aggarwal (1985); 
Punjab & N.W.E-P. : A Select Bibliography of Historical Sources, 
Vol. Il by S.C. Aggarwal (1987); Punjab : A Select Bibliography, 
1939-1979, by S.C. Aggarwal & Mrs. Ramesh R. Aggarwal (1980); 
The Sikhs And Their Literature, 1849-1919 by N.G Barrier (1970); 
Punjab History in Printed British Documents : A Bibliographical 
Guide by N.G. Barrier (1969); Banned Controversial Literature 
And Political Control in British India, 1907-1947 by N.G. Barrier 
(1976). 

Textual Sources for the Study of Sikhism by W.H. Mcheod 
(1984); A Bibliography of the Punjab by Ikram Ali Malik (1968); 
Seditious Literature in the Punjab by Ganda Singh (1988); Sikh 
Studies : A Classified Bibliography of Printed Books in English by 
Hakam Singh (1982); A History of Punjabi Literature by Mohan 
Singh (1956) and The Sikhs : Their Lierature on Culture, History, 
Philosophy, Politics by Rajwant Singh (1980); etc. 

All these Bibliographical accounts contain some references to 
the Namdhari Movement; yet there is not a detailed narrative of 
literature pertaining to the movement. It is with this objective in 
view that the present attempt has been made. Moreover, the studies 
on Namdhari Movement have certain controversies particularly 
about character of the movement. Availability and examination of 
the entire possible literature would certainly enhance its scope of 
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re-examination and will enable to formulate a proper perspective. 

Broadly speaking the parennial sources on the movement are 
attainable from the British Official documents and contain detailed 
information about the origin, activities and impact of the Kuka 
Movement. These governmental records are first published by 
Nahar Singh under the titles : Gooroo Ram Singh and The Kuka 
Sikhs, Kuka Documents, 1863-1871, Vol. 1 (1965); Gooroo Ram 
Singh and the Kuka Sikhs, Kuka Documents — the Kuka Massacre, 
17th and 18th January 1872, Vol. lI (1966) and Gooroo Ram Singh 
and the Kuka Sikhs, Kuka Documents, April 1872-June 1880, Vol. 
111 (1967). 

Rebels Against The British Raj, Documents, 1863-1880, 
compiled by Nahar Singh and Kirpal Singh (1989), Kukas of Note 
in Punjab, Kuka Documents — 1881 by Jaswinder Singh Historian 
(1984), and Kuka Movement — Freedom Struggle in Punjab, Kuka 
Documents, 1880-1903 by Jaswinder Singh Historian (1985). 

Among the other official record included : The Census Rports; 
State and District Gazetters; Revenue Settlement Reports; Punjab 
Criminal Justice Reports; Punjab Police Administration Reports; 
and Punjab Administration Reports, etc. ; 

The only contemporary non-official corroboration contains in 
the ‘Letters’ of Baba Ram Singh. These are also called as the 
Hukamnamas. These were first compiled by Sant Tahil Singh under 
the title, Hukamname : Some Letters of Baba Ram Singh (Kooka) 
Namdhari. Later on Ganda Singh compiled 51 Hukamnamas in 
his Kookian Di Vithia published in 1944 and was followed by 
Jaswinder Singh Historian’s, Hukamnamas of Satguru Ram Singh 
in 1988. 

Next in the genre are the Sakhis written by the Namdhari writers 
about their Gurus and gathas of heroic deeds of the Kuka Singhs 
who laid down their lives during the movement. Earliest among 
these writers are Sant Chanda Singh, Baba Kahla Singh, Sant Dhian 
Singh Kadrabadi, Sant Santokh Singh and Sant Nidhan Singh Alim. 
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They had the privilege to serve their Satgurus : Hari Singh and 
Partap Singh and stayed at Bhaini Sahib headquarters. They had 
access to those Kukas who were confidants of Baba Ram Singh 
and recorded oral accounts and incidents in which Baba and his 
confidents were involved.° 

Some of these Namdhari writers wrote Baramahs and Satguru 
Bilas in the late 19th and early 20th century. The Baramahas of 
Baba Chanda Singh, Sant Nihal Singh and Kala Singh pertain to 
the late 19th and early 20th century; whereas Baramahas of Suba 
Mihan Singh, Sant Teja Singh Sukhal, Sant Iqbal Singh and Chatter 
Singh Bhoir related to the mid 20th century. The Baramahas of 
these seven writers are edited by the Namdhari writer Tara Singh 
Anjan®. The Namdhari Baramaha is the narrative of pangs felt by 
the Namdhari followers due to their separation from Baba Ram 
Singh. Yet the scope of them is wider.” 

The Satguru Bilas of Sant Dhian Singh Kadrabadi and of 
Santokh Singh Bahowal were written during the period of Namdhari 
Gurus : Hari Singh (1872-1906) and Partap Singh (1906-1959). 
They kept alive Sikh literary tradition of comprising Gurbilas in 
both poetic and prose styles. The former composed Sri Satguru 
Bilas Patshahi Barvin and the latter Satguru Bilas in early years of 
the 20th century. Literally, Garbilas means ‘Pleasure of the Guru’.* 
Apart from Sau-Sakhi, Babe Ajite Di Ghoshat and Karni-nama 
were the other writings attracting the Namdhari interest. 

Giani Gian Singh wrote 28 Kabits on Kukas in his Panth 
Parkash. These are published under the title ‘Namdhari Sikh 
Sankhep Vivran’. In fact, so far the Namdhari writings are concerned 
the 19th century is known for the Hukamnamas and the writings of 
Bhai Santokh Singh Bahowal. First half of the 20th century was 
dominated by the writings of Sant Nidhan Singh Alim and Sant 
Inder Singh Chakarvarti; later half of the 20th century if divided 
into two; would be marked by the writings of Taran Singh Vehmi 
and the later half by Pritam Singh Kavi.

Among the other prominent Namdhari writers are : Harnam 
Singh Baguli, Bishan Singh Historian, Gurbux Singh alias Godha 
Singh ‘Jat’, Niranjan Singh Mirgesh, Mangal Singh Arshi Farishta, 
Maharaj Gurdial Singh, Mangal Singh Lyallpuri, Master Nihal 
Singh, Nirankar Singh Chetan, Pritam Singh Panchhi, Atma Singh 
Sankhatrvi, Maharaj Bir Singh, Rajinder Singh Gurusar, Swaran 
Singh Sanehi, Dalip Singh Namdhari, Harsa Singh Chattar, 
Jaswinder Singh Historian, Suba Surinder Kaur Kharral, Suwaran 
Singh Virk, Devinder Singh Gill, Amar Bharti, Tara Singh Anjan, 
Harvinder Singh Hanspal, Kirpal Singh Kasel, Sant Harbans Singh 
Billu, Gurbhajan Singh Namdhari, Master Amrik Singh, Sant Jiwan 
Singh ‘Kav-Bhushan’, Sant Mahinder Singh Panihari, Jagdish Singh 
Wariam, Principal Beant Kaur, Sant Harnam Singh Swaich, Pandit 
Jagat Singh Khanduwalia, Surjit Singh Jeet, Giani Mehar Singh 
Kanpur, Sadhu Singh Kisan, Surjit Khurshidi and Sant Jagdish 
Singh Namdhari etc.'° 

Ganda Singh was the first non-Namdhari historian. He was 
followed by Jaswant Singh Jas, Fauja Singh, M.M. Ahluwalia and 
Dr. Joginder Singh, etc. While Ganda Singh wrote Kookian Di 
Vithia, Jaswant Singh Jas wrote first biography of Baba Ram Singh 
in Punjabi." There are available few comments on the Namdhari 
movement in the writings of Bhai Vir Singh, Giani Hira Singh Dard, 
Master Tara Singh, Shaheed Bhagat Singh, Bhai Parmanand, Baba 
Sohan Singh Bhakna, Subhash Chander Bose, Pandit Jawahar Lal 
Nehru, Pandit Sunder Lal, Gurbux Singh Preetlari, Dr. Rajinder 
Parsad, Khushwant Singh, Bhai Kanh Singh Nabha, Sirdar Kapur 
Singh and Santokh Singh Dhir, etc.'? 

Other important source on the Namdharis is the newspaper the 
Satjug. It was started in 1920 from Lahore as a Punjabi weekly 
paper and was shifted to Sri Bhaini Sahib, Sri Jiwan Nagar and 
now from New Delhi. Nirankar Singh Chetan was the first editor 
of Satjug and was followed by Mahraj Gurdial Singh and Nidhan 
Singh Alim. Another daily Panjabi Newspaper Kuka was also started 
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from Lahore.'? Suftantar Bharat, Namdhari Samachar, 
Chakardoot, Azad Hindustan, Nawan Hindustan, Sacha Marg 
and Gursikhi Vichardhara were some of other Namdhari 
newspapers. Besides, there are a number of journals, magazines 
and periodicals carrying writings/arti¢les on the movement along 
with the contemporary non-Namdhari newspapers. In that sense, 
there is available a rich repository of source-material both in the 
form of primary and secondary derivations. 

Finally the assignment would not have been completed but for 
the assistance rendered by many individuals and institutions. The 
staff of the Punjab State Archives at Patiala and Chandigarh; 
Haryana State Archives, Panchkula; Punjab Civil Secretriat Library,
